remarkably well conceived and remarkably well rendered 
designs from the office 
Rousseau. 
Now the name Rous- 
seau has long been fa- 
miliar one building cir- 
cles, and when the name 
mentioned instantly 
form fairly definite com- 
posite picture what 
have been accustomed 
associate with the name 
Rousseau for many years. 
Every architect average 
activity who has practiced 
long enough give fair 
him creates this outward 
expression himself 
his work. 

Now the impression 
got from the exhibition 
question was much 
variance and striking 
contrast the existing 
composite mental picture 
conjured the name 
that found ourselves 
rubbing our eyes, the 
critics say, and looking 
closer see if, after all, 
had read aright. Gen- 
uine surprise was followed 
coupled with admiration. 
tives two skyscraper 
hotels. One was 23- 
story building project for 
the northwest corner Pine and Stockton Streets. The 
building was square plan and was conceived orderly 
manner, that after the fashion Greek temples, one 
able describe writing closely that practised 
designer could easily reconstruct the design aspect the 
building from the description. Each facade punctured 
with five window openings evenly spaced, and each with 
mullion and transom. This system penetration continues 
clear the first attic story over the main cornice. Above 
this four floors recede equally from the outer boundaries 
the lot stepped pyramid four stages, where the 
windows come close one another, units instead 


have all heard the witty Frenchman’s solution 
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pairs. Over the top story, with ever-receding fronts, 
open square belvedere twelve Ionic columns topped 
similar smaller belvedere whose roof pyramid. From 
the apex rises flagpole. The silhouette splendid 
sensible, because square plan predicates square panels 
the floor frame, and there much structural logic 
carrying each receding floor the next inner line 
columns. Though this need not actually take place, one 
gets the mechanico-esthetical sense it, which far more 
important. 

The first floor arcaded 
with courts and mirrors, 
boldly rusticated. The 
three central arches form 
the entrance Stockton 
Street and have mar- 
quise. This story ends 
with band course 
moderate projection 
which rises order 
double Corinthian 
ters through two more 
floors with full entabli- 
tare. After another story 
follows with square pan- 
eled piers and belt course 
above this, the main shaft 
runs through ten plain 
floors. naturally un- 
derstood that the whole 
structure bears the usual 
analogy classic col- 
umn with bare shaft and 
capital have de- 
scribed the base, which 
occupies four floors, and 
the shaft, which takes 
ten floors. now come 
story with well de- 
fined belt courses, top and 
bottom giving the sense 
necking. Above this the 
piers develop into another 
order single pilasters 
carrying third story 
sort frieze, and then 
comes the main massive 
cornice with the attic be- 
fore mentioned and the 
crowning pyramid floors first described. 

The entire design every way admirable. 
without prohibitive elaboration and yet the mass and 
proportion its parts has elegance its own achieved 
without undue expense. Moreover, this entirely 
free from certain fussiness that mars too many our tall 
buildings. 

The other design spoken was also square tower, 
apparently “finished” all sides. This structure shows 
four bays each side and mounts with bare shaft and 
capital through stories, the whole being crowned 
mighty cornice. 
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Seeing that this building comes the middle block, 
one grows skeptical about the four-sided finish. 
this particular project, unlike the first one, has already been 
none other than the Chancellor Hotel,

case one feels that few 
tactful conferences with 
neighboring owners would 
result concessions 
the public’s 
architecture that would 
private rights property.

with finished walls all 
fronts. The theory 
which such enactment 
based would very 
simple one. would im- 
ply that every owner 
entitled consider his 
inside boundaries 
height.

Such 
would check 
cheap buildings for mere 
revenue (which really 
unfair the average 
capitalist) and promote 
monumental skyline, 
which, turn, only fair 
the average citizen.

Under 
circumstances should 
any bald brick wall 
concrete curtain wall 
allowed rise into this 
high and conspicuous re- 
gion. make bold 
prophesy that shall all 
come this point view 
before long. 

Another drawing shown 
this exhibition was also 
for hotel. was not 
any sense monumental, 
and quite obviously rep- 
resented investment for 
profit and not for show. 
was cover large 
corner lot and there were 
the inevitable stores, the 
need bay windows 
the limit the law, and 
the regulation fire escapes. 
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very ordinary problem that quite frequently calls for 
And many architect with just such problems 
would despair doing anything worth while within such 
And yet exactly dealing with such 
uninviting problems that architectural talent reveals itself. 
Any problem whatsoever can made masterpiece, 
matter how hackneyed how often done before. 

This particular design has been realized the Gartland 
Hotel, Geary and Larkin Streets. 
the unpleasant use white tile the piers the main

evoke out the condi- 
tions prescribed. The pro- 
portions are admirable; 
the upper story and cor- 
nice display real elegance.

patterns varied tones, 
occasionally relieved with 
bit marble faience 
terra cotta, without any 
regard bond, that 
structural device which, 
course, first suggested 
using brick for 
terns and not for its sup- 
port.

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growth the modern apartment house this 
country had its beginning New York City the 

early eighties, and was contemporaneous with the 
modern development the passenger elevator. Its intro- 
duction and development the present form was due almost 
entirely the efforts one man, Philip Hubert, 
architect the firm Pirsson Hubert. Considering the 
remarkable growth and the unusual incentive, account 
keen competition and perpetual demand for novelty, 
improve and economize, the work this man most re- 
markable. time when steel frame construction was 
its infancy, designed and built several these buildings, 
many which would not considered insignificant this 
day large structures. One the most notable his 
work was group apartment 
buildings Fifty-eighth and 
Fifty-ninth Streets Seventh 
Avenue, New York City. 
This consisted eight separate 
buildings, twelve stories high, 
covering area 200 425 
square feet. interesting 
note that few our present 
day apartment 
ceed this height. was the 
originator both the co-opera- 
tive and the duplex ideas and 
was the first use system 
refrigeration operated from 
central plant. 

Vitruvius tells that there 

are five classes temples di- 
vided according the spacing 
First, with the columns close 
together; second, with the in- 
ter columination little wider; 
third, more open still; fourth, 
with the columns farther apart 
than they ought be, and 
fifth, with the spaces just right. 
Now the apartment house, 
the unit, course, the room, 
that the same classification will 
apply. Theoretically, therefore, 
may say after Vitruvius, 
that there are five classes 
apartment houses. Other classifications also gives 
for subdivision, but tabulation lies without the scope this 
article. Further research the part the reader will 
undoubtedly disclose many other striking similarities. From 
the poorest tenement the gold plate “suite luxe,” each 
will found fit under one these headings. 

Modern exponent the simple life, antithesis the 
Roosevelt doctrine, product intensive life, and modern 
substitute for the hearthstone, the apartment house typifies 
our city existence. Its progenitor was novelty and its life 
innovation. Its dress tinsel but its body convenience. 
Elegance and luxury its companions and sentiment distant 
relation. has dispensed with the servant and banished 
labor, concentrated essentials and economized existence. 
Product age progress, like the fabulous 
creatures James Whitcomb Riley swallers 
novelty only till the next one built. Depreciation 
stalks always its heels. one the favorite instru- 
ments used the speculator that common operation,— 
“extracting the bank this respect ranking second 
only mining stock and the gold brick. The subject 
first placed under the lethal influence full house; 
hypnotic suggestion per cent returns applied, and the 
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operation then painlessly accomplished. 

While subject much abuse the hands the jerry 
builder, speculator and the other vandals, the apartment 
house nevertheless adaptable human habitation, sus- 
ceptible dignified treatment and profitable investment. 
The high degree economy and efficiency obtainable the 
associated dwelling were readily appreciated the financial 
juggler, and with the avarice characteristic his class, 
has proceeded pervert these very qualities the detri- 
ment legitimate enterprise, and colonizing and devious 
methods construction succeeds unloading with almost 
monotonous regularity. 

This class activity has predominated heretofore such 
extent that the more serious side has been lost sight of. 
still possible plan living 
rooms live in, kitchens 
cook and dining rooms 
dine in, instead resorting 
expedients; the distinction be- 
ing that between living and 
mere existence. 

The essential elements 
apartment not differ neces- 
sarily from those home. 
and possible with incon- 
sequential variations incor- 
porate all the essentials 
well-planned dwelling. Every- 
thing necessary house may 
and once inside the suite there 
nothing, barring the outlook, 
which would differentiate 
from the detached dwelling, 
with the added advantages due 
possible have the sleeping 
and living quarters separate 
floors. 

Why, then, should this par- 
ticular form habitation 
degraded place mere 
existence? 

The excessive advantage 
taken the speculative builder 
the investment possibilities 
the apartment undoubt- 
edly responsible for the increasing difficulty renting and 
the constantly diminishing returns which they can made 
earn. the demand for concentration the sentiment 
life has been lost. The possibility living and dining and 
sleeping the same room unquestionably economical 
superlative degree, and may practical, but life. without 
sentiment not life, and there sentiment the 
home, there certainly not much anywhere. 

Those intimate associations which gather round the home 
and transform from mere house part one’s life 
have nothing common with the accepted conception 
apartments. The seat the fireside, the family table, the 
library, the furniture and ornaments, paintings and rugs, all 
become mere instruments convenience when transferred 
the “two rooms and bath.” Why not build more apart- 
ments live in? 

The reaction against the extremely compressed apartment 
has already begun, and there now evident desire for 
change, indicated the increasing difficulty renting, and 
this desire recognized investors, but yet the par- 
ticular expression the desire does not appear have 
taken definite form. marked dissatisfaction 
evident with the existing order. The tricks and artifices for 
“pleasing the public” appear have become almost ex- 
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hausted. not reasonable assume that place with 
all the comforts home and all the conveniences 
apartment would attraction lure the distracted 
house hunter? 

Apartments designed real homes have heretofore been 
provided only for the rich. There are some exceptions 
very recent date which appear have been particularly 
successful, notably some the New York suburbs and 
Southern California. These are located residence dis- 
tricts, and the fact that they are well rented may indicate 
that downtown location may not essential has 
been supposed. The 
poor man may now 
have automobile, 
why not also apart- 
ment without making 
like the handy tool 
hundred uses which 
good for none. 

Almost simultaneous 
with the introduction 
associated dwellings 
was the conception 
the co-operative apart- 
ment, “home 
miniature colony 
aristocratic socialists 
foredoomed failure, 
nevertheless reap- 
pears intermittently 
inspiration. 
Alluring prospect, 
disappointing fact. 
Division ority 
and responsibility has 
ever been source 
failure. What every- 
body’s business no- 
body’s business. 

And the lack cen- 
tralized authority and 
definite responsibil- 
ity causes laxness 
administration which 
eventually disrupts the 
association. 

Admitting all the 
advantages favor 
apartments, there are 
some qualities which 
are lacking and which 
are necessity impos- 
sible attain. 

The home atmos- 
also the desirable 
ground space, and they 


has thus far determined that these dwellings shall 
centrally located; that is, near the center town, which 
implies expensive land. 

The question arises, Why not use less expensive land, 
separate the units and provide all the conveniences? 
Given piece land, say city block the residence 
section. Lay out the houses apartments are planned, e., 
separated, course, but with due regard one for the other, 
that the whole, while reasonably compact, may take all 
advantage light and air, and each with due consideration 
for his neighbor; this much similar scheme 

the “garden cities” 
England and the East. 
The planting and archi- 
tecture are designed 
with the idea mind 
the finished whole. 
Each house then con- 
siders its neigh 
view, respects its lot 
line and the ever-pres- 
ent possibility some 
one building mon- 
strosity dispelled. 
quite often happens 
individual house build- 
ing uniform lots, 
the scramble for each 
secure himself the 
maximum view and 
exposure, one blankets 
the other, with the re- 
sult that most 
lost all. Each unit 
will then 
with due regard its 
own interests, but also 
with the interest the 
others mind. 

obvious that un- 
der such circumstances 
the maximum effi- 
ciency may obtained 
from given piece 
land, and the planting 
being designed for the 
whole group immedi- 
ately opens possibilities 
that line which 
not occur present, 
where done not 
only without uniform- 
ity, but for the most 
part without study. 
addition then provide 
central heating plant,

Concentration, restriction and con- 
venience have nothing common with normal childhood. 
All outdoors not too big and cast iron not impervious 
the tireless destructive energy the active human 
young. 

The advantages obtained associated dwelling have 
heretofore been confined those assembled under one roof. 
That is, the grouping these units has made pos- 
sible obtain comparatively small cost those conven- 
iences which separate building are possible only 
disproportionate expense, labor and inconvenience.

One has only read the instruc- 
tions about “How Use Ice-Box,” which are always 
pasted inside the door one, realize the care and trouble 
involved keeping them clean, fresh and sanitary. Even 
the best them require constant attention, and their use 
entails not only constant expenditure for ice, which 
the equivalent interest payments considerable in- 
vestment, but all the accompanying annoyances well,— 
the trouble getting the ice, the invariable necessity 
cleaning after the ice-man, the emptying the drip pan, 
and the scouring and scalding needed keep the box 
healthful condition. ice-box without ice worse than 
ice-box all, because the boxes 
must air-tight, and consequently, 
unless the air inside kept cool, they 
become reality heaters instead 
coolers. ice must purchased. 
safe say that the average ice- 
box, which usually cheap and 
poorly insulated affair, 
housekeeper lose her patience more 
often than any other device daily 
domestic use.

that melts the
